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REPORT 


OF  THE 

COMMITTEE  OF  VISITORS. 


Agreeably  to  the  requirement  of  16  and  17  Vic.  cap.  97,  sec.  62, 
the  Visiting  Justices  of  Cheshire  County  Lunatic  Asylum  beg  to 
submit  the  following  Report  of  the  condition  and  management  of 
this  Institution  during  the  present  year. 

At  the  date  of  the  last  Report  the  alterations  in  the  main  building, 
and  the  various  additions  thereto,  were  about  being  commenced,  and 
the  Committee  have  to  report  that  since  that  time  the  works  have 
been  proceeded  with  as  rapidly  as  possible.  Considerable  progress 
has  been  made  with  the  internal  alterations,  several  of  the  wards 
being  now  complete  and  occupied  by  the  patients ;  the  Superin¬ 
tendent’s  house  has  been  erected,  and  in  the  course  of  tw’o  or  three 
months  will  be  ready  for  occupation  ;  the  Chapel  is  also  in  a  state  of 
forwardness,  and  they  fully  expect  that  the  whole  of  the  works  now 
in  operation  will  be  finished  early  in  the  ensuing  year. 

The  Committee  regret  to  have  to  state  that  on  proceeding  with  the 
alterations,  the  dry  rot  was  discovered  to  have  entered  the  flooring 
of  several  of  the  wards,  and  the  additional  expense  incurred  thereby 
will  be  considerable.  Steps  were  immediately  taken  to  stop  its 
progress,  and  they  hope  the  funds  placed  at  their  disposal  by  the 
Quarter  Sessions  will  be  sufficient  to  cover  the  entire  expenditure. 

The  want  of  additional  land  principally  for  the  purpose  of  more  fully 
employing  the  patients  having  long  been  felt,  the  Committee  made 
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application  to  Sir  Philip  de  Malpas  Grey  Egerton  for  a  portion  of 
his  land  adjoining  that  of  the  Asylum,  and  succeeded  in  obtaining 
about  six  acres  on  the  north  side,  and  which  they  have  taken  at  an 
annual  rental  of  £8  per  acre.  The  several  workshops  erected  during 
last  year  have  also  afforded  increased  facilities  for  employing  the 
patients,  so  that  the  whole  of  the  male  and  female  clothing  is  now 
made  up  by  them,  articles  of  furniture  manufactured  for  the  use  of 
the  establishment,  and  some  of  the  ordinary  repairs  done  to  the 
building.  This  employment  of  the  patients  has  been  attended  with 
the  most  beneficial  results  to  the  parties  so  occupied,  as  well  as  of 
considerable  advantage  in  a  pecuniary  point  of  view. 

The  Asylum  having  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  become  rather 
full,  and  the  Committee  finding  that  there  were  in  the  House  upwards 
of  forty  patients  of  a  harmless  chronic  character,  directed  inquiries 
to  be  made  as  to  whether  accommodation  could  not  be  afforded  for 
this  class  of  patients  in  the  workhouses  of  the  various  Unions,  and 
where  such  existed  permission  was  given  to  remove  them.  Several 
Unions  availed  themselves  of  the  privilege,  and  about  thirty  patients 
were  discharged,  who  would  no  doubt  receive  all  necessary  care  at  a 
much  less  cost,  while  additional  room  was  thus  made  for  more  urgent 
cases.  Notwithstanding  this  reduction,  however,  the  numbers  have 
kept  steadily  increasing,  and  there  are  at  present  in  the  House  121 
males,  142  females — total  203,  being  7  more  than  at  the  corres¬ 
ponding  period  in  last  year. 

In  March  last,  application  was  made  to  the  Committee  by  the 
Chester  Town  Council  to  enter  into  an  agreement  with  them  to 
receive  the  city  Pauper  Lunatics  at  such  a  rate  and  on  such  terms 
as  the  Committee  might  approve  of,  and  which  would  receive  the 
sanction  of  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy.  For  some  years  past  the 
city  patients  have  been  admitted  into  this  Asylum,  but  only  on  the 
condition  that  they  should  be  immediately  removed  whenever  it  was 
deemed  advisable.  This  arrangement  was  objected  to  by  the  Com¬ 
missioners  in  Lunacy  on  account  of  no  notice  being  necessary  prior 
to  their  removal ;  and  the  Committee  finding  that  on  the  present 
alterations  being  completed  there  would,  in  all  probability,  be  ample 
accommodation  for  some  years  to  come,  complied  with  the  request 
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made  to  them,  and  agreed  to  receive  the  City  Patients  at  the  remu¬ 
nerative  rate  of  14s.  per  head  per  week,  such  agreement  to  he 
terminable  with  six  months’  notice. 

In  April  last  the  Committee  were  compelled  to  raise  the  rate  of 
maintenance  to  the  Unions  from  8s.  2d.  to  9s.  lid.  per  head  per 
week;  but  as  the  increase  in  the  expenditure  which  made  this 
necessary  arose  partly  from  the  state  of  transition  in  which  the 
Asylum  then  was,  and  therefore  only  temporary,  they  have  succeeded, 
notwithstanding  the  high  price  of  provisions,  in  effecting  a  reduction 
in  the  cost,  and  for  the  quarter  commencing  the  25th  December,  the 
charge  will  be  9s.  4d.  per  head  per  week  ;  any  further  reduction 
must  in  a  great  measure  depend  on  the  future  cost  of  provisions  and 
necessaries. 

4  he  Committee  notice  that  by  the  death  of  the  late  Dr.  LI.  Jones, 
formerly  Superintendent  of  this  Asylum,  a  pension  of  £200  per 
annum,  granted  by  them  in  1854,  will  revert  to  the  county. 

On  the  26th  October  last,  the  Asylum  was  visited  by  two  of  the 
Commissioners  in  Lunacy,  and  the  following  is  a  copy  of  the  Report 
entered  by  them  in  the  Minute  Book  : — 


“  Chester  County  Asylum , 

26 th  Oct.,  1855. 

“  We  have  to-day  and  on  the  19th  inst.  visited  and  inspected  this 

Asylum.  There  are  at  the  present  time  257  Patients  in  the  House, 

%/ 

viz.  1 1 4  men  and  143  women.  We  found  them  free  from  excitement, 
clean  in  person,  well  dressed,  and  generally  in  good  bodily  health 
and  usefully  occupied. 

“  The  rooms  occupied  by  the  Patients  were  clean  and  free  from 
offensive  smell. 

“  The  various  recommendations  made  by  the  Commissioners  in 
their  recent  entries  have  been  satisfactorily  carried  out. 

“  An  adjoining  field  has  been  rented  and  brought  into  cultivation 
by  the  Patients ;  and  we  are  glad  to  learn  that  an  additional  piece 
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of  land  is  about  to  be  taken  for  the  purpose  of  affording  means  of 
more  extended  occupation. 

“  Various  alterations  in  the  building  are  in  progress,  calculated  to 
improve  and  extend  the  accommodation  for  patients.  A  new  chapel 
and  house  for  the  Superintendent  are  in  the  course  of  erection.  It 
appears  to  us  highly  important  that  the  alterations  begun  in  the 
main  building  should  be  proceeded  with  as  rapidly  as  possible,  and 
that  every  effort  should  be  made  to  bring  the  work  to  a  speedy  con¬ 
clusion  , 

“  Since  the  visit  of  the  Commissioners  on  the  21st  Feb.,  1854, 
191  Patients  have  been  admitted,  viz.  108  men  and  83  women. 
Within  the  same  period  131  have  been  discharged,  and  50  have 
died. 

“  The  Patients  have  the  benefit  of  extended  exercise  ;  restraint  is 
never  employed,  and  seclusion  is  rarely  resorted  to. 

“  As  the  changes  now  in  progress  will  have  the  effect  of  providing 
additional  accommodation,  we  think  it  desirable  that  a  sufficient 
number  of  bedsteads  and  other  furniture  should  be  ordered,  so  as  to 
be  prepared  for  an  anticipated  increase  of  numbers. 

“  In  the  course  of  our  visit,  we  observed  indications  of  attention 
and  assiduity  on  the  part  of  the  officers,  and  of  an  improved  condition 
of  the  Patients,  who  will  doubtless  be  still  further  improved  whenever 
the  alterations  in  the  building  are  completed.

In  conclusion,  the  Visiting  Justices  are  glad  to  be  able  to  bear 
testimony  to  the  regularity  and  order  which  has  characterised  the 
establishment  during  the  year,  to  the  skill  and  humanity  of  the 
Medical  Officers  in  their  treatment  of  the  Insane,  to  the  improved 
condition  of  the  Patients,  and  to  the  zeal  and  attention  manifested 
by  the  Officers  and  Attendants  in  the  discharge  of  their  various 
duties.

For  the  Year  1855. 


Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  lay  before  you  the  following  Report  of  the 
general  condition  of  the  patients  during  the  past  year. 

On  January  1st,  1855,  there  were  in  the  Asylum  254  patients 
(108  males  and  146  females) ;  125  were  admitted  in  the  course  of 
the  year — 52  were  discharged  as  recovered,  29  as  relieved,  5  as 
unimproved,  1  escaped,  and  31  died,  leaving  in  the  Asylum  on  1st 
January,  1856,  261  inmates,  of  whom  119  were  males,  and  142 
females. 

Admissions. — The  number  of  males  admitted  exceeded  by  nearly 
one-tliird  that  of  the  females.  In  twenty  cases  the  disease  was 
complicated  with  epilepsy,  and  in  nine  with  general  paralysis;  the 
proportion  of  epileptic  patients  was  unusually  large.  Although  at 
times  the  Asylum  was  inconveniently  crowded,  owing  to  some  of  the 
wards  requiring  to  be  vacated  by  the  patients,  so  that  the  building 
alterations  might  he  proceeded  with,  yet  no  cases  have  been  refused 
admission  throughout  the  vear.

Recoveries. — It  is  lamentable  to  find  that  in  such  a  large  pro¬ 
portion  of  the  cases  admitted  medical  skill  is  of  no  avail.  This 
arises  either  from  the  disease  being  complicated  with  epilepsy  or 
general  paralysis,  or  else  from  the  patient  being  so  far  advanced  in 
the  chronic  stage  that  recovery  is  almost  impossible,  although  not 
altogether  hopeless,  for  several  of  this  class  have,  during  the  past 
year,  left  the  Asylum  quite  well,  and  able  to  resume  their  usual 
employment.  It  too  often  happens  that  to  save  expense,  or  else 
from  misplaced  charitable  motives,  the  patient  is  detained  at  home 
by  his  friends,  with  a  hope  that  improvement  may  take  place ;  and 
when  it  is  too  late  for  medical  treatment  to  be  of  any  service,  he  is 
removed  to  the  Asylum,  where  he  is  likely  to  remain  for  life,  a 
burden  to  his  friends,  or  to  the  township  to  which  he  belongs  ; 
whereas,  had  he  been  sent  as  soon  as  the  malady  had  manifested 
itself,  there  would  have  been  every  probability  of  his  speedy  recovery, 
and  of  his  being  able  once  more  to  support  himself  and  family  by 
his  own  labour.  In  table  13  it  will  be  seen  that  out  of  the  52  cases 
discharged  cured,  32  left  the  Asylum  within  six  months  from  the 
time  of  their  admission.  The  per  centage  of  recoveries  was  some¬ 
what  greater  than  during  the  year  1854. 

Deaths. — The  proportion  of  Deaths  was  rather  less  than  during 
the  preceding  year; — the  number  was  31,  of  which  8  were  caused 
by  general  paralysis,  and  6  by  pulmonary  consumption.  Three 
inquests  were  held,  in  two  instances  where  the  death  was  caused  by 
epilepsy,  and  in  one  where  a  fatal  termination  was  accelerated  by  an 
accidental  scald,  the  patient  being  at  the  time  in  the  last  stage  of 
dementia.  I  do  not  like  quoting  individual  cases  in  a  report  of  this 
kind,  but  I  cannot  forbear  to  notice  that  of  C.  L.,  a  male  who  was 
admitted  on  July  5th,  1855,  and  died  on  December  23rd,  during 
the  whole  of  which  period  be  was  kept  alive  by  food  administered  to 
him  daily  by  means  of  the  stomach  pump. 

General  Health. — There  has  been  an  entire  absence  of  epi¬ 
demic  disease  during  the  year.  Since  the  alteration  in  the  dietary 
in  1854,  dysentery  has  almost  entirely  disappeared  from  the  Asylum, 
and  diarrhoea  is  now  comparatively  rare. 
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Suicidal  Cases. — Although  more  than  one-third  of  the  cases 
admitted  were  certified  as  having  the  propensity  to  commit  suicide, 
of  whom  30  had  made  actual  attempts,  yet  no  death  from  this  cause 
has  happened  during  the  past  year. 

Causes. — Intemperance,  as  usual,  appears  to  have  been  one  of 
the  most  fertile  causes  of  the  disease,  and  this  was  more  especially 
the  case  amongst  the  class  of  skilled  artizans  who  received  high 
wages.  As  shewn  in  table  10,  in  fourteen  instances  the  attack  of 
insanity  was  directly  attributable  to  it ;  and  undoubtedly  in  a  large 
number  of  the  other  cases,  habits  of  intemperance  acted  as  a  pre¬ 
disposing  cause.  It  unfortunately  happens  that  the  offspring  of  such 
parents  are  extremely  liable  to  insanity. 

Employment. — The  possession  of  the  new  field  on  the  north  side 
of  the  Asylum  grounds  has  been  the  means  of  affording  healthy 
out-door  employment  to  an  additional  number  of  Patients.  An 
abundance  of  both  in  and  out- door  work  has  been  done  by  the 
Patients  in  the  various  extensive  building  alterations,  commenced 
in  the  early  part  of  the  year,  and  which  are  still  being  carried  on, — 
they  have  rendered  the  principal  part  of  the  labour  required  in 
shifting  materials  of  all  kinds,  taking  down  walls,  cleaning  and 
stacking  ready  for  the  bricklayers  upwards  of  200,000  bricks,  making 
excavations  for  foundation  walls,  drains,  &c.  The  whole  of  the 
male  and  female  clothing  and  bedding  has  been  made  and  kept  in 
repair  by  the  Patients.  The  Tinsmiths’,  Blacksmiths’,  and  Joiners’ 
work  has  also  kept  many  employed. 

Amusements. — In  the  summer  months  bowls,  skittles,  quoits, 
bat  and  ball,  &c.,  are  enjoyed  by  the  males ;  and  on  fine  days  parties 
of  both  sexes,  accompanied  by  attendants,  have  frequently  taken 
long  walks  beyond  the  Asylum  boundaries.  Pleading,  and  various 
in-door  games  have  been  encouraged  as  much  as  possible.  The 
weekly  ball  has  been  kept  up  regularly  throughout  the  year ;  and 
while  serving  to  relieve  much  of  the  monotony  of  residence  within 
the  walls  of  an  Asylum,  it  has  also  tended  in  many  instances  to 
produce  a  great  amount  of  self-controul.  By  a  large  number  the 
weekly  gathering  is  invariably  looked  forward  to  with  much  pleasure ; 
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and  tlieir  quiet  and  orderly  demeanour  during  the  time  they  are 
congregated  together  has  been  testified  by  numerous  visitors. 

Restraints  and  Seclusion. — The  treatment  of  the  Patients  on 
the  non-restraint  system  has  been  persevered  in  with  the  best 
possible  effects ;  and  since  this  plan  has  been  adopted,  even  tem¬ 
porary  seclusion  has  been  rarely  resorted  to. 

Building  Alterations. — It  is  scarcely  to  be  expected  that  whilst 
so  many  building  alterations  were  being  proceeded  with,  thaJMRerj^ 
should  not  have  been  some  amount  of  temporary  conjfweroent? 
throughout  the  Institution,  more  especially  as  nearly  every  depart¬ 
ment  has  undergone,  or  is  undergoing,  some  change  in  the  general 
arrangements.  Those  who  may  recollect  the  gloomy,  ill-lighted, 
badly-ventilated,  and  cold  corridors,  with  their  dark  tiled  floors, 
will  scarcely  recognize  the  same  wards  under  their  new  aspect,  since 
the  windows  have  been  opened  to  their  full  size,  the  substitution  of 
wood  flooring  for  the  tiles,  and  the  introduction  of  open  fire  places. 


Existing  Accommodation  for  Patients. — At  the  close  of  the 
}mar  there  were  261  Patients  in  the  building,  being  7  more  than  at 
the  corresponding  period  of  1854.  The  number  of  the  Insane  poor 
in  Cheshire  appears  to  he  annually  on  the  increase,  subject  to  slight 
fluctuations  from  year  to  year.  The  following  table  will  showT  this.

When  the  whole  of  the  building  alterations  are  completed,  the 
Asylum  will  afford  ample  accommodation  for  300  Patients ;  but  if  a 
similar  number  are  admitted  during  1856,  as  in  1855 — and  the 
probability  is,  that  the  number  of  applications  will  be  at  least  as 
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great — even  when  finished,  the  present  building  will  not  accommo¬ 
date  more  than  those  admitted  in  the  course  of  the  ensuing  year,  as 
the  general  experience  of  the  Asylums  throughout  England  shews 
that  at  least  half  of  the  Patients  remain  as  chronic  cases.  It  is  true 
that  Patients  may  be  from  time  to  time  removed  to  the  Workhouses; 
hut  with  some  few  exceptions,  these  latter  institutions  are  not,  as  at 
present  constituted,  fitting  places  for  the  Insane.  In  several  in¬ 
stances  where  Patients,  after  having  been  quiet  and  harmless  for 
many  months,  or  even  years,  in  the  Asylum,  have  been  removed  to 
the  Workhouse,  they  have,  in  the  course  of  a  short  time,  been  sent 
back  to  the  Asylum  as  “dangerous”  either  to  themselves  or  to  others, 
or  to  both. 

The  past  year  has  been  a  somewhat  anxious  period  to  both  Officers 
and  Attendants,  as  it  has  been  only  by  the  exercise  of  great  attention 
and  vigilance  that  no  accidents  or  untoward  occurrences  during  the 
course  of  the  building  alterations  have  occurred  to  any  of  the 
Patients. 

For  the  kind  and  generous  support  I  have  at  all  times  received 
from  the  Committee,  as  well  as  for  the  general  confidence  that  has 
been  reposed  in  me,  I  beg  to  offer  my  warmest  thanks.
